ENTHUSIASM OF THE PEOPLE. 


HE IS PBBSEXTED WITH AN ADPRK98, ANB 


MAKES A SPEECH. 


The St. Louis Democrat of Saturday, 


9th hist., gives a full account of the recep- 
tion of Gen. Fremont by the citizens of St. 
Louis on hia arrival on Friday evening. It 
was a very enthmiaslic affair. 
After de- 


scribing the scenes of \velcorae_that attend- 
ed him from the railroad depot to his resi- 
dence, the Democrat says: 


At headquarters a dense crowd awaited 


him, and the cheers and shouta of welcome 
which greeted him showed plainly there was 
both soul and sentiment in the occasion, 
The general made his way through the 
,crowd into his residence, where he was 
warmly received by his family and a circle 
of devoted friends. 
For about an hour he 


remained i aside his dwelling, meanwhile 
the crowd gathering in such numbers as to 
entirely bloctc up the avenue for squared 
each way, and filling the cross streets near 
headquarters. It is impossible to give a 
correct estimate of the crowd present.— 
Several persons put it as high as 40,009, 
but we are satisfied it would reach 20,000. 
The enthusiasm was unbounded. Bunds 
of music played stirring national airs, rock- 
ets wentup, and the shouts of the multi- 
tude for " General Fremont" rent the air 
in unbroken volumes of cheering. 
About 


8 o'clock the torch light procession, moving 
down Sixth street, made 5t» grand entrance 
into Chouteau avenue, and such was the 
density of the crowd that it was at least a 
full hour in passing headquarters. 
Gene- 


ral Fremont's appearance upon the stepw 
of his residence at this point of the pro- 
ceedings was the signal for tumultuous ap- 
plause, which wau kept up for nearly an 
hour, the crowd surging to and fro like the 
waves of the ocean. 


Here the citizens' committee of reception 


was announced, and with great difh'culty 
tntide itti way into tho building. The gen- 
eral received lire committee in the magnifi- 
cent reception room of headquarters, and 
forming around him in a sort of semi-circle,

Gen. Fremont'! Reception in St. Louie. 


ENTHUSIASM OF THE PEOPLE. 


HE IS PRESENTED WITH AN ADDRESS, AND 


MAKES A SPEECH. 


The St. Louia Democrat of Saturday, 


9th inst., gives a full account of the recap- 
tion of Gen. Fremont by the citizens of St. 
Louis on bis arrival on Friday evening. It 
was a very enthusiastic affair. 
After de- 


scribing the scenes of welcome that attend- 
ed him from the railroad depot"to his resi- 
dence, the Democrat says: 


_ At headquarters a dense crowd awaited 


him, and the cheers and shonta of welcome 
which greeted him showed plainly there was 
both soul and sentiment in the occasion. 
The general made his way through the 
.crowd into his residence, where he was 
warmly received by his family and a circle 
of devoted friends. 
For about an hour he 


remained inside his dwelling, meanwhile 
the crowd gathering in such numbers as to 
entirely block up the avenue for squares 
each way, and filling the cross streets near 
headquarters. It is impossible to give a 
correct estimate of the crowd present.— 
Several persons put it as high as 40,000, 
but we are satisfied it would reach 20,000. 
The enthusiasm was unbounded. Bands 
of music played stirring national airs, rock- 
ets went up, and the shouts of the multi- 
tude for " General Fremont" rent the air 
in unbroken volumes of cheering. 
About 


8 o'clock the torch light procession, moving 
down Sixth street, made its grand entrance 
into Chouteau avenue, and such was the 
density of the crowd that it was at least a 
full hour in passing headquarters. 
Gene- 


ral Fremont's appearance upon the steps 
of bis residence at this point of the pro- 
ceedings was the signal for tumultuous ap- 
plause, which was kept up for nearly an 
hour, the crowd surging to and fro like the 
waves of the ocean. 


Here the citizens' committee of reception 


was announced, and with great difficulty 
made its way into the building. The gen- 
eral received the committee in the magnifi- 
cent reception room of headquarters, and 
forming around him in a sort of semi-circle, 
the chairman welcomed him again to St! 
Louis in the following neat and pertinent 
iiddress, and read to him the annexed reso 
lutions which were passed bj the citizens' 
mass meeting. The general received the 
address and resolutions in his usually mod- 
est manner, and from his reply which fol- 
lowed, it was evident he felt seriously the 
peculiar embarrassment and significance of 
the occasion. It is quite impossible to do 
justice to this most brilliant and popular 
ovation, in a hurried report. 
Suffice it to 


say that it was generally interpreted to be 
a withering rebuke to the course which has 
been pursued towards one of jnr favorite 
generals. But though the enthusiasm was 
unbounded, and the sympathy of the multi- 
tude was with him whose premature return 
from the pursuit ofthe enemy of our coun- 
try had called them out in this magnificent 
demonstration, still, they did not forget our 
country, but sent up prayers and shouts to 
heaven for its unity and happy deliverance 
Irom its present troubles. 


COMMITTEE'S ADDKKSS TO OKN. FRFMONT 
''GENERAL: We are instructed by the 


citizens of St. Louis to welcome you to our 
city, and perform the duty imposed npon us 
with feelings of sorrow and pleasure.— 
While we deeply regret the occasion of 
your presence among us, we rejoice in the 
unmistakable manifestation of the unfla-r- 
ging sympathy of the people.

AFTERNOOK DESPATCHES. 


PitlUADEU'IUA, NOV. 12. 


The Inquirer haa the following from Ft. 


Monroe, received from a rebel source, in 
anticipation of the arrival from the great 
expedition : 


The rebels have been engaged in erect- 


ing batteries upon a point at Hiiton'a Head 
and upon the opposite neck of land. The 
principal fortifications on Hilton'a Head 
was deuoininated Fort Walker, situated on 
low land and p&rtiallv concealed by trees 
and uuderbrnsh; adjoining it were other 
batteries of smaller siae, but so connected 
as to prove a formidable bar to the entrance 
of vessels. Fort Beaufort was of consider- 
able importance, having been mounted witb 
heavy guna. The garrisons are supposed 
to have been South Carolina regiments, as- 
sisted by additional regiments sent from 
Richmond. 


Near the batteries at Bay Point, opposite 


Hilton Head, were equally aa formidable. 
Inside of Port Royal entrance, and beyond 
tbe batteries, luy the fleet of Com. Tatnall, 
which consisted only of small vessels, car- 
rying a few heavy guns but principally 
light ones. Tugs constituted a great por- 
tion of the fleet; many of these remained 
outside the mouth of the entrance until 
after the arrival of our fleet, when they 
formed in miniature linefof battle, in the 
position already stated, beyond the guns of 
their own forts, and across tbe entrance. 


On the afternoon of Thursday last, the 


U. S. fleet, numbering 42 vessels, headed 
by the flag ship, approached the mouth of 
Port Royal entrance. 
Thia was at half- 


past 9 o'clock. 
Several of the transports 


remained off the coast. 
Upon arriving at 


a suitable position, the guna of the fleet 
opened a continuous fire upon forts Walk- 
er and Beauregard, aa well as upon the 
other fortifications. 
Under the cover of 


this fire an effort was made to run the 
gauntlet of the batteries, which they did. 
A number of the vessels passed through 
the fires from the shore batteries, with very 
trifling injuries ; at leant fifteen of them 
passed up beyond the reach of land batte- 
ries. Aa the Union fleet sailed up, the 
Mosquito fleet of Tatnall opened fire, but 
seeing the impossibility of making any re- 
sistance, soon dispersed. 
Some were forc- 


ed to run in shore, and others were driven 
up the inlets out of sight. 


Com. Tatnall went on shore witb his men 


to assist in fortifying tbe batteries, and to 
use them against our vessels, which were 
endeavoring to follow the advance of the 
others. The paosage of the fleet through 
the channel was not accomplished until 


in the forts ha found that many of their 
'arm* had been ditmoirntod by their own-re- 
bound. To thii fault the rebel generals at- 
tribute their defeat and loudly call upon the 
confederate government to find out where 
the blame Testa. 


A telegraph dispatch, which left Rich- 


mond on Saturday last, stated there waa 
nothing particularly important from the 
southern coast. It ia evident from tbis that 
the rebel government haa prohibited any 
further information from coming north at 
Richmond. 
This implies that they have 


suffered a heavy defeat. 


The Charleston Mercury of the 8th inat., 


after summing up, sajs : Tbe Yankees 
seem to have driven Com. Tatnall's Mos- 
quito fleet up the creeks leading to Savan- 
nah, and cut off all water communication 
by sealing up Skull creek. Although the 
Yankees have effected, aa yet, no landing, 
it is certain they have made some progress, 
and it behooves us to immediately send 
such reinforcements aa may be needed to 
check any movement they may make to- 
wards gaining even the smallest loop-hoik 
on our sail.

TWO VICTORIES!! 


We have the unusual satisfaction of pub- 


lishing accounts of two important Union 
victories, to-day ; one achieved by our fleet 
i,t Port iioyal, and the other in Kentucky. 
We congratulate our readers upon the good 
news. Let us rejoice, find take renewed 
courage and hope in th_ prosecution of the 
war upon the rebels. 


The War In the South-Went. 


Information from Springfield, Mo., ren- 


ders it probable that no forward movement 
will be made beyond that place by Gen. 
Hunter in pursuit of Price. 
That portion 


of the rebel army which was encamped at 
Wilson's Creek has retired, and Price is 
encamped about forty miles south from 
Springfield, at Crane creek, where he has a 
favorable position for defence^ He has 25,- 
000 men with him, while McCulloch is said 
to be at Flat creek with 7,000 more, and 
there are various bands scattered through 
the country ioraging. 
If Gen. Hunter 


moves forward, it is supposed that Price 
will retire south and go into winter quar- 
ters at Fort Smith. It would seem to be 
the best policy to not permit this, but to ad- 
vance onr forces southward, fortifying points 
as we go, to hold securely what we have 
conquered, and prevent the return of the 
rebel army. We d o not see any obj eotion to 
a southern campaign in this direction du- 
ring the winter. Fort Smith is an impor- 
tant point, and if in our possession, would 
command the whole Indian territory of the 
south, which is now in a state of insurrec- 
tion. Inactivity on our pajt and fatal de- 
lays, have been the fertile causes of disas- 
ter to our arms heretofore. We need to 
strike suddenly and to advance quickly, be- 
fore the enemy entrenches his strong points. 
We had hopes of seeing this policy carried 
out by the organization of a large army un- 
der Geu. Fremont, and a vigorous forward 
movement to the heart of the south-west. 
during the winter. But recent events have 
dispelled all such hopes. The Mississippi 
valley is to remain in the possession of the 
enemy, and if we can retain what we have 
got it will be as much as we can expect 
from the present policy. 


A Remarkable Disclosure. 


Gen. Beauregard's official report of the 


battle of Bull's Bun discloses the remarka- 
ble fact that he had full information of Gen. 
McDowell's advance Jour days before it 
was made, and eight days before the attack. 
This information was at once telegraphed 
to Jeff Davis, and the interval employed in 
bringing down Gen. Johnson's army from 
Winchester to hia assistance. 


There are two things ip connection with 


tkia matter which naturally suggest them- 
selves. The first is, that while Gen. Pat- 
terson was honorably discharged after'let- 
ting Johnston pursue his march to Manas- 
aas undisturbed, Gen. Fremont is" villified 
and removed for alleged deficiencies in duty 
and errors in administration.

AFTERNOON DESPATCHES. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 12. 


The Inquirer has the following from Ft. 


Monroe, received from a rebel source, in 
anticipation of the arrival from the great 
expedition : 


The rebels have been engaged in erect- 


ing batteries upon a point at Hilton's Head 
and upon the opposite neck of land. 
The 


principal fortifications on Hilton's Head 
was denominated Fort Walker, situated on 
low land and partially concealed by trees 
and uuderbrush; adjoining it were other 
batteries of smaller size, but so connected 
as to prove a formidable bar to the entrance 
of vessels. 
Fort Beaufort was of consider- 


able importance, having been mounted with 
heavy guns. The garrisons are supposed 
to have been South Carolina regiments, as- 
sisted by additional regiments sent from 
Richmond. 


Near the batteries at Bay Point, opposite 


Hilton Head, were equally as formidable. 
Inside of Port Royal entrance, and beyond 
the batteries, lay the fleet of Com. Tatnall, 
which consisted only of small vessels, car- 
rying a few heavy guns but principally 
light ones. Tugs constituted a great por- 
tion of the fleet; many of these remained 
outside the mouth of the entrance until 
after the arrival of our fleet, when they 
formed in miniature line|of battle, in the 
position already stated, beyond the guns of 
their own forts, and across the entrance. 


On the afternoon of Thursday last, the 


TJ. S. fleet, numbering 42 vessels, headed 
by the flag ship, approached the mouth of 
'ort Royal entrance. 
This was at half- 


ast 9 o'clock. 
Several of the transports 


emained off the coast. 
Upon arriving at 


suitable position, the guns of the fleet 
pened a continuous fire upon forts Walk- 
r and Beanregard, as wejl as upon the 
ther fortifications. 
Under the cover of 


lis fire an effort was made to run the 
anntlet of the batteries, which they did. 
L number ef the vessels passed through 
ae fires from the shore batteries, with very 
rifling injuries ; at leaat fifteen of them 
assed up beyoud the reach of land batte- 
ies. As the Union fleet sailed up, the 
Mosquito fleet of Tatnall opened fire, but 
eeing the impossibility of making any re- 
istance, soon dispersed. 
Some were forc- 


ed to run in shore, and others were driven 


p the inlets out of sight. 
Com. Tatnall went on shore with his men 


o assist in fortifying the batteries, and to 
use them against our vessels, which were 
ndeavoring to follow the advance of Ihe 
ithers. 
The passage of the fleet through 


hr ihannel was not accomplished nntil 
he firing had continued from half past four 


the morning till nearly five in the eve- 


ning. 
' One of the Union gun-boats ia believed 
,o have been burned and three steamers 
disabled. 


It is acknowledged by the enemy they 


had 20 men killed in Fort Walker, but it is 
mpossible to state what their loss was at 
the other batteries, doubtless very great, as 
our fire is said to have been very effective, 
and the guns well aimed, and of heavy cali- 
bre. No sooner did onr vessels go past the 
oalteries at Port Royal entrance, and slide 
nto what is termed Broad river, than they 
made- for the mouths of the inlets leading 
io Bdaufort, Savannah and Charleston.— 
These they immediately blockaded, though 
not in time to prevent the escape of small 
rebel vessels. Not one of the federal ves- 
sels was sunk, and the only one believed to 
have been destroyed by fire was the gun- 
boat referred to above. 
„.,.", 


The crew are said to have passed through 


a murderous fire to another vessel, which 
they reached with very little if any loss.— 
The Union vessels acted nnder special in- 
structions in blockading the inlets, which 
led to most important points, and which af- 
forded loop-holes of escape to the enemy. 
While a portion of the fleet entered upon 
this duty, four ships made at once for Beau- 
fort, and at three o'clock on Thursday these 
vessels were in sight of the town. 


A dispatch dated |Beaufort, Nov. tth, to 


the Charleston Mercury, says, that at that 
time the Union forces were preparing to 
land, evidently with the design of throwing 
up entrenchments and attacking the town. 
We have no means of knowing the exact 
loss of the Union forces, but the rebels con- 
fess their own firing was very bad, and that 
their artillerymen were badly in want of 
practice. They declare, moreover, tbatthe 


southern coast. It is evident from this that 
the rebel government has prohibited any 
further information from coming north at 
Richmond.

HKNDERSONVILLE, Nov. 7—9 P. M. 


The practice of our artillerists at Hilton 


Head has been very bad, hence the success- 
ful passage of seven of the enemy's men- 
of-war. Their transports are still outside. 
Our loss thus far has been very slight, and 
the troops are in good heart. The firing of 
the Yankee war vessels was very accurate. 
Hilton Head and Bay Point, as at first re- 
ported, received the brunt of the attack.— 
Our failure to sink any of the vessels which 
passed our batteries, is owing to the poor 
practice of the artillerists. The enemy's 
ships, which passed our batteries, can be 
distinctly seen from Beaufort. Forts Walk- 
er and Beauregard are still firing. The 
enemy has left one gun-boat which was 
burned. Shells can be seen from here, 
bursting in the woods. 
Our lines of com- 


munication are completely cut off, unless 
troops are sent us with artillery and cavalry. 


Four shipa are now in sight over the 


land, and up as far as Skull Creek.

is reason to believe the enemy are now 
making preparations to land a large force 
at Hilton's Head, over to-night or to-mor- 
row morning.

This is gratifying 
news, if tnie, because it proves that Gen 
Fremont had quieted the rebellion in a 
state of 65,000 square miles— larger thai 
Virginia, with seven hundred miles of nav 
igable rivers, and six hundred miles of rail 
way to be guarded. Alt this the Tribune 
indirectly admits baa been done, which is 
more than any other general east or wea 
hu accomplished.

An abolition- 
ist now is liny one who wants anybody hurt 
in this war, thut is any rebel; the slaughter 
of our own men is not incompatible with 
conservatism. 


" THE GREAT QUESTION."—According to 


the papers, Gen. Scott, after the affecting 
ceremonies of his abdication, left a dying 
injunction to his successor. Holding him 
by the hand as they awaited the departure 
of the train, and drawing him closer, the 
retiring hero impressively said : " General, 
do not allow yourself to be embarrassed by 
men who do not comprehend the great ques- 
tion." 


It would seem from this that the duty of 


tbe gencrfil-in-chief is not limited to com- 
manding the armies of the nation, but he 
alone is to comprehend and decide the 
"great question." It will strike most peo- 
ple that we have bad too much manage- 
ment of "the great question," and too little 
generalship in our military policy already, 
and that the best thing the successor can 
do is to let "the great question" take care 
of itself, and go on with his fighting. 


THE MULLIGAN OVATION.—The public 


reception that was given to Col. Mulligan 
last evening was as creditable to our citi- 
zens as it must have been gratifying to the 
gallant officer who has faced the fire and 
sword of his country's enemies with a 
degree of valor that has seldom been equal- 
led in the history of wars. 


Col. Mulligan, we understand, haa deter- 


mined to form a new brigade and return to 
the field at an early day. Thousands of 
our young men who are not already in the 
country's service, will gladly enlist in a 
regiment or brigade to be led to battle by 
this brave officer. 


We shall expect soon to be able to an- 


nounce that Col. Mulligan has received a 
brigadier general's commission,— Chicago 
Journal. 


ONE BROTHER KILLS ANOTHER.—The

is not sustained by the administration, and 
ac has sojiie grounds for so thinking. There 
are not artillerists enough in Fortress Mon- 
roe to serve properly a dozen guns, and the 
fort is of .such nirextent that under present 
circumstances it is essentially weak. Why 
the moat important strategetic point upon 
the southern coast should be left in a par- 
tially defenceless condition cannot be seen. 
Gen. Wool has made representations of a 
similar import to the administration, and 
his failure to elicit an affirmative response 
furnishes grounds for supposing that not 
the fullest confidence is placed in him. 


Three.gentlemen, who have not had Gen. 


Wool's battle field experience, have been 
placed over him, and one of them is now 
commauder-in-cnief of the army. The re- 
sult will undoubtedly be the general's early 
resignation, although as yet he has not been 
officially 
informed of the retirement of 


Lieutenaut-General Scott.

Gen. Fremont'* Reception In St. Loul*. 


ENTHUSIASM OF THE PEOPLE. 


HE IS PRESENTED WITH AW ADDRESS, AND 


MAKES A SPEECH. 


The St. Louis Democrat of Saturday, 


9th iust., gives a full account of the recep- 
tion of Gen. Fremont by the citizens of St. 
Lonis on his arrival on Friday evening. It 
was a very enthusiastic affair. After de- 
scribing the scenes of welcome.that attend- 
ed him from the railroad depot to his resi- 
dence, the Democrat says: 


At headquarters a dense crowd awaited 


him, and the cheers and shouts of welcome 
which greeted him showed plainly there was 
both soul and sentiment in the occasion. 
Tbe general made his way through the 
crowd into his residence, where he was 
warmly received by his family and a circle 
of devoted friends. 
For about an hour he 


remained inside his dwelling, meanwhile 
the crowd gathering in sueh numbers as to 
entirely bloctc up the avenue for squares 
each way, and filling the cross streets near 
headquarters. It is impossible to give a 
correct estimate of the crowd present.— 
Several persons put it as high as 40,000, 
but we are satisfied it would reach 20,000. 
The enthusiasm was unbounded. Bands 
of music played stirring national airs, rock- 
ets went: up, and the shouts of the multi- 
tude for " General Fremont" rent the air 
in unbroken volumes of cheering. 
About 


9 o'clock the torch light procession, moving 
down Sixth street, made its grand entrance 
into Chouteau avenue, and such was the 
density of the crowd that it was at least a 
full hour in passing headquarters. Gene- 
ral Fremont's appearance upon the steps 
of his residence at this point of the pro- 
ceedings was the signal for tumultuous ap- 
plause, which was kept up for nearly an 
hour, the crowd surging to and fro like the 
waves of the ocean. 


Here the citizens' committee of reception 


was announced, and with great difficulty 
made its way into the building. The gen- 
eral received the committee in the magnifi- 
cent reception room of headquarters, and 
forming around him in a sort of semi-circle, 
the chairman welcomed him again to St. 
Louis in the following neat and pertinent 
address, and read to him the annexed reao 
lutions which were passed by the citizens' 
mass meeting. The general received the 
address and resolutions in his usually mod- 
est manner, and from his reply which fol- 
lowed, it was evident he felt seriously the 
peculiar embarrassment and significance ot 
the occasion. It in quite impossible to do 
justice to this most brilliant and popular 
ovation, in a hurried report. Suffice it to 
say that it was generally interpreted to be 
a withering rebuke to the course which has 
been pursued towards one of our favorite j 
generals. But though the enthusiasm was 
unbounded, and the sympathy of the multi- 
tude was with him whose premature return 
from the pursuit of the enemy of our conn- 
try had called them out in this magnificent 
demonstration, still, they did not forget our 
country, but sent up prayers and shouts to 
heaven for its unity and happy deliverance 
from its present troubles. 


C-O.MMITTEE'S ADDRESS TO CEN. FRKMONT. 
I'GENERAL: We are instructed by the 


citizens of St. Louis to welcome you to our 
city, and perform the duty imposed upon us 
with feelings of sorrow and pleasure.— 
While we deeply regret the occasion of 
your presence among us, we rejoice in the 
unmistakable manifestation of the unfla«- 
ging sympathy of the people. 
° 


" They have witnessed with astonishment 


and indignation the event, unprecedented 
in history, of your removal from the com- 
mand, while in active pursuit of the enemy, 
and on the eve of reaping the fruits of your 
incessant and successful labors. The true 
causes which led to your recall are well 
understood and appreciated—you have ris- 
en too fast in popular favor. The policy 
announcer^n your proclamation, although 
hailed by tho people as 9 pelitieal and mil- 
itary necessity, furnished your ambitious 
rivals and enemies with a welcome weapon 
for your intended destruction. 


" The harbingers of truth will ever be 


crucified by the Pharisees. 


"We cannot be deceived by shallow and 


flimsy pretexts, by unfounded and slander- 
ous reports. We entertain no doubt of 
your ability to speedily confound and si 
lence your traducers. 


The day of reckoning is not far distant, 


and the people will take care that the 
schemes of your opponents shall in tho end 
be signally defeated. As loyal citizens, we 
follow your example in yielding due obedi- 
euce to the edicts of the powers that be. 
With you, we join in the hope that the en- 
thusiasm with which you have imbued the 


somewhat wavering—in our republican in- 
stitutions. I felt all day, as we passed 
through the country—I feel emphatically 
to-night—that the faithful servant of the 
people honestly laboring in the public cause, 
will not be allowed to suffer undeserved, 
and I feel stronger. 
" Since I left you, a few weeks ago, many 


accusations have been rained on my de- 
fenseless head—defenseless, because my 
face was turned to the public enemy. What 
I hear and see to-night, the addresses yon 
have just read to me, and the approving 
multitude below, show me that I was cot 
wrong in leaving my defense with you. In 
regard to the baser charges made against 
me, I will say nothing now; you do not re- 
quire it, and to speak of them would jar 
upon the generous feelings with which you 
came here to-night. Others have been al- 
ready answered by my brave soldiers at 
Springfield, and others of gross incompe- 
tency and a weak and aimless administra- 
tion. To all of these I will adopt yflnr ad- 
dress, and the shouts of the grand multi- 
tude assembled below is my answer. 
" And for all this, gentlemen, to you and 


to them I renew my thanks with all my 
heart, which to-night is roused to full sensi- 
bility by the hearty and unqualified expres- 
sion of yonr confidence and approbation, 
so valuable and grateful to me in my actual 
position. I shall soon have occasion—for 
I shall make occasion—to answer all these 
charges more definitely. Until then, I will 
rely upon this evening for my defense."

The War in the South-Welt. 


Information from Springfield, Mo., ren- 


ders it probable that no forward movement 
will be made beyond that place by Gen. 
Hunter in pursuit of Price. That portion 
of the rebel army which was encamped at 
Wilson's Creek has retired, and Price is 
encamped about forty miles south from 
Springfield, at Crane creek, where he has a 
favorable position for defence. He has 25,- 
000 men with him, while McCulloch is said 
to be at Flat creek with 7,000 more, and 
there are various bands scattered through 
the country foraging. 
If Gen. Hunter 


moves forward, it is supposed that Price 
will retire south and go into winter quar- 
ters at Fort Smith. It would seem to be 
the best policy to not permit this, but to ad- 
vance our forces southward, fortifying points 
as we go, to hold securely what we have 
conquered, and prevent the return of the 
rebel army. We do not see any objection to 
a southern campaign in this direction du- 
ring the winter. Fort Smith is an impor- 
tant point, and if in our possession, would 
command the whole Indian territory of the 
south, which is now in a state of insurrec- 
tion. Inactivity on our pajt and fatal de- 
lays, have been the fertile causes of disas- 
ter to our arms heretofore. 
We need to 


strike suddenly and to advance quickly, be- 
fore the enemy entrenches his strong points. 
We had hopes of seeing this policy carried 
out by the organization of a large army un- 
der Gen. Fremont, and a vigorous forward 
movement to the heart of the south-west, 
during the winter. But recent events have 
dispelled all such hopes. The Mississippi 
valley is to remain in the possession of the 
enemy, and if we can retain what we nave 
got it will be as much as we can expect 
from the present policy. 


A Remarkable Disclosure. 


Gen. Beauregard's official report of the 


battle of Bull's Run discloses the remarka- 
ble fact that he had full information of Gen. 
McDowell's advance Jour days before it 
was made, and eight days before the attack. 
This information was at once telegraphed 
to Jeff Davis, and the interval employed in 
bringing down Gen. Johnson's army from 
Winchester to his assistance. 


There are two things in connection with 


this matter which natnraliy suggest them- 
selves. The first is, that while Gen. Pat- 
terson was honorably discharged after'let- 
ting Johnston pursue his march to Manas- 
gas undisturbed, Gen. Fremont is villified 
and removed for alleged deficiencies in duty 
and errors in administration. The next is, 
who divulged to the enemy the secret of 
onr contemplated advance ? Of course, we 
cannot tell; that is one of tha secrets of 
secession, and is much better guarded than 
onr own. Hut we do know who has divnlg. 
ed matters scarcely less important. That 
man is Adjutant General Thomas. 
In his 


anxiety to strike down Fremont, he has ful- 
ly revealed the condition of the western mil- 
itary department, and given to the eaemy 
important information which there should 
have been especial pains to conceal.

If the person who divulged to Beanre- 


gard the contemplated advance and attack 
of McDowell could be discovered, he might 
not receive, but he would certainly deserve 
the prescription of a dangling halter. What 
part in the tableau should be assigned to 
Thomas?

open prairie abont ten miles from this 
place by 600 rebels under command of Up- 
ton and Hayes. 


After a desperate struggle the rebels re- 


treated, seeking shelter in the woods, and 
from which they were again routed. Col. 
Anthony then fell back abont six miles to 
await reinforcements which will be speedily 
forwarded to him. 
This is supposed to be the same band of 


rebels that captured part of Capt. Shields' 
company of Fremont Hussars near little 
Santa Fe. 


It is said there are upwards of 1000 arm- 


ed secessionists in this county. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 11. 


Capt. Dowell, of the 20th Indiana regi- 


ment, has returned, from Hatteras. He 
says he found it impossible for his regiment 
to remain longer on that narrow neck of 
land. Although suffering severe privations, 
but few of the men were sick. 


Col. Hawkins' regiment of Zouaves will 


return and their places will be supplied by 
fresh troops. 


Capt. Dowell says the person who in- 


formed him of the success of the great ex- 
pedition, stated that the troops landed at 
Port Royal without difficulty, but at Beau- 
fort the fight lasted two days. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 11.

Herald's dispatch. — A gentleman occu- 


pying a high position in Mexico has just 
arrived here with important information, 
which he has laid before the government, 
from the west coast of Mexico and Sorora. 
It appears that the whole west coast is 
greatly excited at the contemplated inter- 
vention of England, France and Spain in 
their affairs and they have applied to .oar 
government to know whether it will sustain 
them in their stand against the intrigues of 
Spain. The rebel agents are now very 
busy in that section of Mexico. 
They 


have thus far found little sympathy, the 
people nearly all favoring the cause of the 
federal government. This is the case in 
all of the states of Mexico. The rebels, 
however, held out flattering promises and 
offer to make any kind of treaty and to aid 
them with money. 


World's dispatch.— The excitement has 


been intense here all day, in reference to 
the coast expedition. The news coming 
from Fortress Monroe and Hatteras is cred- 
ited at the departments.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 12.

The rebels have been engaged in erect- 


ing batteries upon a point at Hilton's Head 
and upon the opposite neck of land. The 
principal fortifications on Hilton's Head 
was denominated Fort Walker, situated on 
low land and partially concealed by trees 
and underbrush ; adjoining it were other 
batteries of smaller size, but so connected 
as to prove a formidable bar to the entrance 
of vessels. Fort Beaufort was of consider-

The 
enemy has left one gun-boat which was 
burned. Shells can be seen from here, 
bursting in the woods. Our Hne3 of com- 
munication are completely cut off, unless 
troops are sent us with artillery and cavalry. 


Four ships are now in sight over the 


There 
is reason to believe the enemy are now 
making preparations to land a large force 
at Hilton's Head, over to-night or to-mOr- 
row morning. 


PARIS, Ky., Nov. 12.

Fremont had quieted the rebellion in a 
state of 65,000 square miles—larger than 
Virginia, with seven hundred miles of nav 
igable rivers, and six hundred miles of rail 
way to be guarded. All this the Tribune 
indirectly admits has been done, which is 
more than any other general east or 'wes 
has accomplished.

LLNHUISTIC PBOORESS.—According to the 


present definition, an abolitionist is one 
who wants some fighting done in this war. 
It is reported that several members of

should he done to put down the rebellion. 
if return for onr immense expenditures ; 
whereupon it is decided that they are all 
abolitionists, who want fighting done so as 
to further exasperate the sonth,_ and make 
areconstruetionimpossible; anditis thought 
to be necessary that our military authori- 
ties should set themselves back in the breech- 
ing against this radicalism. An abolition- 
ist now is any one who wants anybody hurt 
in this war, that is any rebel; the slaughter 
of our own men is not incompatible with 
conservatism. 


" THE GREAT.QUESTION."—According to 


the papers, Gen. Scott, after the affecting 
ceremonies of his abdication, left a dying 
injunction to his successor. Holding him 
by the hand as they awaited the departure 
of the train, and drawing him closer, the 
retiring hero impressively said : " General, 
do not allow yourself to be embarrassed by 
men who do not comprehend the great ques- 
tion." 


It would seem from this that the duty of 


the general-in-chief is not limited to com- 
manding the armies of the nation, but he 
alone is to comprehend and decide the 
"great question." It will strike most peo- 
ple that we have had too much manage- 
ment of "the great question," and too little 
generalship in onr military policy already, 
and that the best thing the successor can 
do is to let "the great question" take care 
of itself, and go on with his fighting. 


THE MULLIGAN OVATIOH.—The public 


reception that was given to Col. Mulligan 
last evening was as creditable to our citi- 
zens as it must have been gratifying to the 
gallant officer who has faced the fire and 
sword of his country's enemies with a 
degree of valor that has seldom been equal- 
led in the history of wars. 


Col. 
Mulligan, we understand, has deter- 


mined to form a new brigade and return to 
the field at an early day. Thousands of 
our young men who are not already in the 
country's service, will gladly enlist in a 
regiment or brigade to be led to battle by 
this brave officer. 


We shall expect soon to be able to an- 


nounce that Col. Mulligan has received a 
brigadier general's commission.— Chicago 
Journal.

Wool's intended resignation is "news" 


there. A correspondent of the New York 
Commercial Advertiser, however, writes 
rom the same place : 


The anticipated resignation of General 


Woool is the subject of considerable com- 
ment here. The old veteran supposes he. 
s not sustained by the administration, and 
le has souie grounds for so thinking. There 
are not artillerists enough in Fortress Mon- 
roe to serve properly a dozen guns, and the 
fort is of such an extent that under present 
circumstances it is essentially weak. Why 
the most important strategetic point upon 
:he southern coast should be left in a par- 
;ially defenceless condition cannot be seen. 
Sen. Wool has made representations of a 
similar import to the administration, and 
his failure to elicit an affirmative response 
Furnishes grounds for supposing that not 
the fullest confidence is placed in him. 


Three,gentlemerj, who have not had Gen. 


Wool's battle field experience, have been 
placed over him, and one of them is now 
commander-in-chief of the army. The re- 
sult will undoubtedly be the general's early 
resignation, although as yet he has not been 
officially informed of the retirement of 
Lientenant-General Scott.
